The "Mrs. America" contest, which selects the nation's most outstanding 
homemaker, is sponsored nationally by the American Gas Association. In Ne- 
braska, the "Mrs. America" activity is sponsored by gas appliance dealers, LP 
(bottled) gas dealers, and gas utilities. The Nebraska activity is directed by a 
State Committee. The State is divided into twelve geographical districts, and a 
chairman supervises the program in each district. 

Applications for entries into the contest were accepted at gas appliance stores 
throughout February. In March, local elimination contests were carried out with- 
in each district. Winners of each local contest then competed for district titles. 

The twelve district winners now compete for the "Mrs. Nebraska" title in Mc- 
Cook, Nebraska, April 15. The homemaker who earns the title of "Mrs. Nebraska" 
will be awarded over $2,000 worth of gas appliances and a free trip to Florida for 
a week for herself and her husband. "Mrs. Nebraska" will represent the State in 
the national contest at Ellinor Village, Florida, the week of May 8. 

At the national contest, State representatives and their husbands will live in 
a private residence throughout the week of May 8. Each contestant's homemaking 
ability will be judged on how well she performs her household tasks during this 
week, along with special assignments which she will carry out during this time. 
The winner of the national contest will be crowned "Mrs. America", and will win 
awards totaling over $15,000, including a complete New Freedom Gas Kitchen and 
Laundry for her home. 

Nebraska can well be proud of the standards set by the hundreds of home- 
makers who have participated in the 1955 Nebraska "Mrs. America" contest. 

The importance of homemaking has been focused effectively in each com- 
munity by the contestants. Every stage of the contest has proven conclusively 
that homemaking is a career in its own right, and that it deserves a place at the 
top of the roster of women's professions. 

With "Mrs. Nebraska", will go our good wishes for success in the national
